Annual  Report  of  The  Medical  Officer  of  Health. 


To  THE  Mayor,  Aldermen  and  Councillors. 

Mr.  Mayor,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  submit  for  your  information,  in 
accordance  with  the  order  of  the  Ministry  of  Health,  my 
Annual  Report  upon  the  condition  of  the  public  health,  and 
a  record  of  the  administrative  work  carried  out  by  the  Health 
Department  for  the  year  1926,  together  with  the  vital  statistics 
of  the  Borough.  A  summary  of  the  work  done  and  action  taken 
under  the  Factory  and  Workshops  Acts,  the  Midwives’  Acts, 
and  the  Housing  Acts,  is  also  included  in  the  Report. 

Summaries  are  also  included  in  the  Report  of  the  general 
public  health  work  carried  out  in  the  Borough,  and  the  action 
taken  in  respect  of  infectious  disease  and  the  measures  adopted 
for  the  prevention  and  control  of  Tuberculosis. 

The  health  of  the  Borough  was  very  satisfactory,  the  death 
rate,  11.14,  being  lower  than  in  1925.  The  infantile  mortality 
rate,  56.4  per  1000  births,  was  lower  than  in  the  preceding  year, 
and,  with  the  exception  of  the  year  1923,  was  the  lowest  recorded 
in  the  Borough. 

The  Annual  Report  on  the  health  of  the  Port  of  South¬ 
ampton  for  the  year  1926  is  appended  at  the  end  of  the  Borough 
Report.

POPULATION. 

The  enumerated  population  of  the  County  Borough  of  South¬ 
ampton  taken  on  the  19th  June,  1921,  was: — Males,  78,131; 
Females,  82,863 ;  Total,  160,994. 

The  Census  of  1921  was  not  taken  until  the  month  of  June, 
and  it  was  found  that  many  persons  were  away  on  holiday. 
An  adjustment  to  what  would  probably  be  the  normal  population 
of  the  Borough  was  made  by  the  Registrar-General  of  162,200. 

The  population  of  the  Borough  is  estimated  by  the  Registrar- 
General  as  at  30th  June,  1926,  to  be  169,300. 

The  estimate  is  based  on  the  adjusted  1921  figures,  after 
allowance  for  the  varying  rate  of  natural  increase  as  evidenced 
by  the  births  and  deaths,  and  of  migration,  as  indicated  from 
other  sources  of  information,  such  as  changes  in  the  numbers 
on  the  Parliamentary  Register,  and  the  migration  returns 
obtained  from  the  Board  of  Trade. 

The  Registrar-General's  estimate  is  an  increase  of  only  7,100 
over  the  adjusted  Census  hgures,  and  the  probability  is  the 
population  is  under-estimated.  The  natural  increase  of  births 
over  deaths  during  the  period  1921 — 1926  was  8,424. 

Since  the  date  of  the  Census  in  1921,  approximately  3,800 
houses  have  been  completed  for  occupation  (see  page  62). 
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METEOROLOGY. 

The  weather  in  Southampton  during  1926  was  drier  and 
more  cloudy  than  usual.  The  mean  temperature,  51.4  degrees 
Fah.,  was  0.6  degree  above  the  average  for  the  Borough.  The 
sunshine  amounted  to  1,518  hours,  314  hours  less  than  in  the 
previous  year,  and  150  hours  below  the  average.  The  rainfall 
was  29.37  inches,  1.6  inches  below  the  average. 

November  was  exceptionally  wet,  7.50  inches  of  rain  falling, 
and  December  was  remarkably  dry,  only  0.39  inch  being 
registered. 

An  abstract  from  the  monthly  weather  reports,  published  by 
the  Meteorological  Office,  relating  to  Southampton  is  given  on 
page  82. 

BIRTHS. 

The  number  of  births  registered  during  the  year  (52  weeks) 
amounted  to  3,141,  compared  with  3,250  in  the  previous  year. 
The  birth-rate  was  18.62,  and  is  a  decrease  of  0.72  compared 
with  the  previous  year. 

The  birth-rate  in  1925  was  19.34,  and  the  average  for  ten 
years  20.4. 

The  excess  of  births  over  deaths  was  1,261,  compared  with 
1,294  in  1925,  and  1,266  in  1924.

Of  the  total  of  3,141  births,  1,581  were  males  and  1,560 
females,  being  in  the  proportion  of  1,013  males  to  every  1,000 
females  ;  the  average  for  the  previous  five  years  being  1,061. 

The  number  of  illegitimate  births  registered  was  108,  the 
proportion  to  every  1,000  births  registered  being  35,  compared 
with  an  average  of  41  in  the  preceding  five  years. 
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The  birth-rate  in  England  and  Wales  was  17.8,  and  for 
the  105  great  towns,  18.2. 


DEATHS. 

The  death-rate  of  the  County  Borough  for  the  year  was 
II.  14  per  1,000  of  the  population.  This  death-rate  is  0.5  below 
that  of  the  previous  year.  The  average  death-rate  for  the  previous 
10  years  was  12.8. 

The  total  deaths  registered  (52  weeks)  in  the  Borough 
amounted  to  1,945,  of  which  148  were  non-residents.  Eighty-three 
deaths  of  residents  of  the  Borough  occurred  in  other  districts  in 
England  and  Wales.  The  total  deaths  of  residents  of  the  Borough 
was  therefore  1,880,  of  which  972  were  males  and  908  females.

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INFANTILE  MORTALITY. 

The  deaths  of  infants  under  one  year  of  age  recorded  during 
the  year  amounted  to  175,  which  is  a  decrease  of  9  compared 
with  1925.  This  total  is  equal  to  an  infant  mortality  rate  of 
56.4  per  1,000  births  registered  during  the  same  period,  and, 
with  the  exception  of  the  year  1923,  is  the  lowest  rate  recorded 
in  the  Borough.  The  rate  in  1925  was  56.6,  and  the  average  for 
the  previous  ten  years  70.6. 

In  the  105  great  towns  of  England  and  Wales  the  infantile 
mortality  rate  for  1926  was  73.

Maternity  and  Child  Welfare. 

The  work  of  the  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Department 
has  been  carried  out  on  the  same  principles  as  before,  and  the 
attendances  have  been  on  the  same  scale.  The  new  regulations 
for  the  notification  of  Puerperal  Pyrexia  came  into  operation  on 
October  ist.  They  bring  to  the  department  information  of  the 
febrile  complications  of  childbirth,  and  have  entailed  arrange¬ 
ments  for  the  prompt  admission  of  mothers  to  hospital,  where 
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this  is  needed,  and  also  arrangements  for  consultation  in  doubtful 
cases. 

The  registration  of  Maternity  Homes,  which  became 
compulsory  on  January  ist,  1927,  entailed  a  good  deal  of  pre¬ 
paration  during  the  latter  part  of  1926.  The  measure  will  enable 
the  Local  Authority  to  exercise  control  where  hitherto  it  has  only 
been  possible  to  tender  advice,  and  is  intended  to  secure  the 
adequate  care  of  the  lying-in  woman  who  cannot  be  confined  at 
home,  and  the  suppression  of  baby-farming,  or  any  neglect  of 
the  infant. 

The  work  of  maternity  and  child  welfare  may  be  classified 
as  follows  : — • 

(1)  Inspection  of  Midwives. 

(2)  Ante-natal  Clinic. 

(3)  Maternity  Home. 

(4)  Mothers’  and  Babies’  Welcomes. 

(5)  Infant  Clinic  for  children  under  5. 

(6)  General  advice  to  Mothers  at  East  Park  Terrace. 

(7)  Health  Visiting  in  the  Homes. 

(8)  Grant  of  free  milk  and  sale  at  cost  price  of  dried  milk. 

(9)  Clinic  for  Venereal  Diseases  in  Women  and  Children. 

Inspection  of  Midwives. 

The  Act  of  1918  came  into  operation  on  the  ist  January, 
1919,  extended  the  duties  and  obligations  of  Local  Supervising 
Authorities.  All  books  and  forms  required  under  the  Acts  are 
supplied  gratis  to  midwives  by  the  Local  Supervising  Authority. 

The  midwife  in  any  emergency  must  call  in  a  medical 
practitioner,  who  is  authorised  to  send  his  claim  for  fee  to  the 
Local  Authority  for  payment.  Such  fee  can  be  recovered  from 
the  patient  or  her  husband  if,  in  the  opinion  of  the  Local 
Authority,  they  are  able  to  pay. 

The  number  of  cases  in  which  accounts  were  submitted  to 
the  Local  Supervising  Authority  by  medical  practitioners  during 
the  year  amounted  to  209.  Efforts  were  made  in  90  cases  by  the 
Local  Authority  to  recover  the  fee  from  the  patient  or  husband  ;  in 
the  other  cases  the  financial  circumstances  of  the  family  prohibited 
the  fee  being  refunded.  The  work  of  investigating  and  collecting 
these  accounts  entails  much  time  and  trouble. 

The  supervision  of  midwives  is  carried  out  by  the  Superin¬ 
tendent  Health  Visitor,  under  the  direction  of  the  Medical  Officer 
of  Health. 
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Forty-six  midwives  notified  their  intention  to  practice  in 
the  Borough  during  the  year,  43  being  trained  midwives  and  3 
untrained. 

The  midwives’  work  has  been  satisfactory.  Two  untrained, 
though  experienced  and  good,  midwives  have  decided  not  to 
notify  this  year,  owing  to  age  and  difficulty  experienced  in  dealing 
with  the  necessary  Forms  required. 

The  midwives  are  realizing  more  each  year  the  importance 
of  ante-natal  supervision  and  treatment,  and  are  increasingly 
availing  themselves  of  the  help  and  advice  by  referring  their 
cases  to  the  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Clinic. 

The  fact  that  the  cases  of  Ophthalmia  Neonatorum  have 
done  so  well  is  due,  in  a  great  measure,  to  the  early  application 
for  treatment  by  the  midwives.  In  several  cases  the  baby  has 
attended  the  Eye  Hospital  when  a  few  hours’  old,  and  not  one 
case  has  occurred  of  neglect  or  delay  in  obtaining  treatment. 

The  additions  to  the  rules  laid  down  by  the  Central  Midwives’ 
Board  should  prove  of  value  in  safeguarding  the  mother  during 
the  ante-natal  and  lying-in  period. 

The  rule  for  keeping  an  official  and  detailed  record  of  ante¬ 
natal  visiting  should  have  a  beneficial  effect  on  maternal  mortality. 
The  midwives,  who  have  not  recently  trained,  will  need  post 
graduate  tuition  in  obstetrics  (clinical)  and  measurements,  if  they 
are  to  intelligently  carry  out  the  instructions  and  record  the 
information  now  required  in  every  case. 

The  wording  of  the  rule  relative  to  sending  for  medical  aid 
for  rise  of  temperature,  if  the  temperature  is  over  100.4  24 

hours,  or  its  recurrence,  means  that  to  obey  this  rule  the  midwife 
must  pay  two  visits  a  day  at  least  during  the  period  when  the 
temperature  is  likely  to  rise,  that  is,  three  days  after  the  day 
of  delivery.  This  is  an  important  addition,  and  should  result  in 
early  diagnosis  of  any  abnormality  and,  with  early  treatment, 
less  risk  to  the  mother.  Also  the  rule  that  the  midwife  must 
personally  supervise  the  nursing  attention  to  the  mother  will 
preclude  any  slipshod  method  of  deputising  this  important  duty. 

On  the  whole,  the  definite  wording  of  the  rules  has  and  will 
prove  of  the  greatest  value  to  the  Inspector  in  assisting  her  to 
enforce  the  proper  conduct  of  the  work.  Hitherto  these  rules 
have  been  too  ambiguous.

Still  Births. 

Enquiry  was  made  into  the  cause  in  43  cases  notified  by 
midwives,  and,  as  far  as  could  be  ascertained,  the  cause  was  : — 
Ante-Partum  Haemorrhage,  8  cases  ;  difficult  labour  with  version 
or  surgical  assistance  19  (ii  of  these  births  were  monstrosities)  ; 
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still  birth  due  to  prematurity,  4  ;  twin-birth,  one  of  a  twin,  2  ; 
history  of  shock  through  fall,  6  ;  history  of  previous  still  births, 

2  ;  no  cause  known,  but  general  bad  health,  2. 

It  was  not  possible  to  investigate  the  cases  of  other  still 
births  which  came  to  the  knowledge  of  the  Department. 

Ophthalmia  Neonatorum. 

Enquiry  has  recently  been  made  (May,  1927)  into  the  present 
condition  of  the  46  cases  notihed  in  1926. 

The  result  is  as  follows  : — 41  of  the  cases  were  slight,  no 
apparent  injury  ;  i  lost  sight  of  left  eye  ;  i  sight  of  right  eye  is 
doubtful ;  3  died  before  result  of  eye  condition  was  known. 

One  died  of  Pneumonia,  one  of  Inanition,  and  one  from 
Marasmus  (the  mother  died  previously).  The  latter  child’s  eyes 
were  well  before  hnal  illness. 

The  above  cases  were  notihed  by  the  following  : — Private 
practitioners,  8  ;  Shirley  Warren  Inhrmary  and  treated  there,  3  ; 
Free  Eye  Hospital  and  treated  there,  32  ;  Municipal  Maternity 
Home  and  treated  there,  2  ;  midwives  and  treated  by  private 
doctor,  I, 

Puerperal  Fever. 

The  cases  notihed  were  15,  of  which  7  occurred  in 
midwives’  practice  ;  i  in  doctors’  practice  ;  i,  Shirley  Warren 
Inhrmary  ;  i.  Municipal  Maternity  Home  (Pyrexia)  ;  i.  Royal 
South  Hants  and  Southampton  Hospital ;  4,  condition  due  to 
incomplete  abortion  (sent  to  Shirley  Warren  and  notihed  from 
there) . 

Two  deaths  occurred  from  the  disease  during  the  year. 

In  each  case  notihed  action  was  taken  at  once  to  isolate  the 
case  from  contact  with  others,  and  to  disinfect  the  room  and 
bedding  after  recovery  or  death,  or  removal  of  the  case  to 
Hospital. 

In  the  cases  where  midwives  were  attending,  the  midwife 
was  removed  from  the  case  and  disinfected — both  her  personal 
clothing  and  appliances — so  that  there  should  be  no  delay  in 
resuming  her  practice.  Special  nursing  was  arranged  for  the 
nursing  of  the  septic  cases,  and  in  some  cases  a  home  help  was 
provided  free,  or  assistance  given  towards  fee.  Special  observa¬ 
tion  was  kept  on  other  cases  to  prevent  cross  infection.  In  most 
cases  the  midwives  have  reported  conditions  before  the  notihca- 
tion  was  received,  thus  enabling  action  to  be  taken  forthwith. 
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Ante-Natal  Clinic. 

The  attendances  have  again  increased,  and  a  good  many  of 
the  patients  have  ailments  of  one  kind  and  another  needing 
treatment.  While  the  bulk  of  the*  patients  attending  are  those 
who  have  sought  admission  to  the  Municipal  Maternity  Homes 
(whether  ultimately  booked  or  not),  many  others  attend  who 
are  sent  by  the  midwives  or  friends.  Two  sessions  a  week  are 
devoted  to  this  branch  at  East  Park  Terrace,  besides  the  work 
done  at  Sydney  House.  Dental  treatment  is  urgently  needed,  as 
there  is  evidence  that  the  condition  of  the  mother’s  teeth  has  an 
effect  not  only  on  her  own  health,  but  on  that  of  the  child. 

The  Maternity  Home. 

The  Maternity  Home  has  been  fully  occupied,  so  that  patients 
have  had  to  be  sent  home  sooner  than  was  advisable  in  times 
of  pressure.  One  hundred  and  fifty-eight  patients  were  confined, 
three  of  them  being  emergency  cases.  Others  have  been  helped 
to  make  other  arrangements.  No  maternal  death  occurred.  One 
case  was  notified,  and  transferred  to  Shirley  Warren  Infirmary 
under  the  new  regulations. 

Three  still  births  and  three  neo-natal  deaths  occurred. 
Efforts  are  made  to  establish  satisfactory  breast-feeding,  and 
success  was  obtained  in  several  difficult  cases  only  by  constant 
perseverance  and  treatment. 


Mothers’  and  Babies’  Welcomes. 

These  outlying  centres  are  primarily  intended  for  the 
supervision  of  healthy  babies  and  for  education,  but,  owing  to 
the  inability  of  many  of  the  mothers  to  pay  for  medical  advice, 
a  number  of  ailing  babies  attend  also  for  treatment.  They  need, 
in  many  instances,  preparations  to  aid  nutrition,  which  are  granted 
on  the  recommendation  of  the  Medical  Officers.  Individual  record 
cards  of  the  children  are  now  kept. 

A  new  voluntary  Welcome  was  opened  at  Millbrook  with 
the  help  of  the  department.  There  are  two  others  in  the  Borough, 
and  mothers  in  those  districts  are  referred  there  by  the  depart¬ 
ment’s  officers. 

The  Welcomes  continue  to  progress  in  a  steady  manner. 
There  is  a  good  attendance  of  mothers,  who  go  really  for  the 
benefit  of  medical  advice,  and  for  the  general  assistance  rendered 
in  their  domestic  troubles,  and  in  keeping  the  health  of  their 
children  intact.  The  attendance  has  not  to  be  encouraged  by 
inducements  and  social  attractions  as  it  was  at  first.  The  real 
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objective  of  the  work  is  now  appreciated,  and  the  mothers  are 
taking  a  keen  pride  in  their  Welcome  and  its  activities.  A  good 
feature  is  the  number  of  young  mothers  who  attend,  and  make 
most  satisfactory  pupils  for  the  teaching  given  by  the  Doctors 
and  Health  Visitors.  The  increased  cleanliness,  both  personal 
and  in  habits  of  the  child,  is  most  marked,  and  this  alone  points 
to  the  value  of  the  tuition  given,  and  encourages  the  workers 
to  continue  with  optimism  in  their  efforts.

There  were  73  Health  Talks  and  Lectures  given  by  doctors, 
and  it  is  proposed  to  increase  these  talks  during  1927.  The 
difficulty  is  to  find  a  quiet  room  where  the  toddlers  can  be 
excluded,  so  that  the  Lecturers  may  obtain  the  necessary  quiet 
and  attention  without  constant  noise  and  distraction. 

Valuable  and  devoted  assistance  is  given  by  the  band  of 
voluntary  helpers,  and  one  cannot  emphasise  too  highly  the 
value  of  their  steady  work. 

The  usual  outings  were  organised,  the  mothers  going  further 
afield,  to  Weymouth,  Bognor,  and  other  long  drives  ;  the  mothers 
from  the  poorer,  more  crowded,  areas  especially  enjoying  the 
complete  change  of  surroundings  and  the  long  drive  through 
beautiful  scenery.  Assistance  was  given  to  mothers  of  big 
families,  some  of  them  taking  as  many  as  four  children  through 
the  kind  help  of  each  other.  These  outings  are  the  event  of  the 
year,  long  looked  forward  to  and  saved  for. 

This  year  it  was  possible  to  give  the  Annual  Christmas 
Tree  and  Tea  to  each  Welcome.  The  mothers  contribute  towards 
the  tea,  but  the  toys  for  each  child  are  provided  from  a  fund 
raised  by  the  Health  Visitors  and  voluntary  helpers  by  means 
of  Whist  Drives  and  small  Dances.  A  pleasant  feature  this 
year  was  the  assistance  of  the  midwives.  The  members  of  the 
Local  Association  joined  with  the  Health  Visitors  in  organising 
a  most  successful  Whist  Drive,  and  giving  the  proceeds  to  the 
fund  for  providing  toys  for  the  Trees.  This  makes  for  a  good 
spirit  between  the  two  branches  of  workers. 
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Ante-Natal,  Maternity  and  Infant  Clinic, 

No.  2,  East  Park  Terrace. 

Maternity  and  Infant  Clinics  are  designed  to  meet  the  needs 
of  children  who  are  too  ill  for  supervision  at  the  Welcomes,  and 
cannot  afford  private  attendance  for  the  long  periods  required. 
Feeding  troubles,  malnutrition,  skin  troubles,  chronic  catarrhs, 
and  delayed  convalescence  form  the  large  majority  of  the  patients. 
A  number  of  mental  defectives  are  in  attendance,  sent  on  by 
private  doctors,  nurses,  etc.  They  do  not  thrive,  suffer  many 
ailments,  and  form  a  very  disappointing  class  of  patient.  Failure 
of  nutrition  in  young  children  is  often  due  to  dental  sepsis.  While 
some  cases  can  secure  private  or  hospital  treatment,  many  do 
not.  The  school  dentist  has  helped  in  emergency  on  a  few 
occasions.

General  Advice  to  Mothers. 

This  work  occupies  a  great  deal  of  time  of  the  Super¬ 
intendent  of  Health  Visitors  and  the  Sister  in  charge.  A 
considerable  number  of  mothers  attend  for  general  hygienic 
advice  who  do  not  belong  to  Welcomes.  In  addition  a  number

of  medical  and  social  emergencies  are  dealt  with,  e.g.,  by  refer¬ 
ence  to  private  doctors,  hospitals,  philanthropic  agencies,  etc. 

The  Superintendent  of  Health  Visitors  is  also  in  attendance 
several  mornings  a  week  to  see  mothers  who  are  in  difficulties 
of  one  kind  or  another.

The  numbers  attending  this  clinic  were  satisfactory.  One 
session  of  two  hours  is  held  weekly. 

The  ante-natal  and  general  work  is  being  extended,  and 
the  Mothers’  Welcome  (which  meets  in  Woolston  every  Tuesday 
afternoon)  is  well  attended. 

Advice  is  given  on  the  feeding,  hygiene  and  general  care 
and  management  of  the  infant,  also  short  informal  talks  on 
Maternity  and  Child  Welfare. 

Valued  assistance  is  given  to  the  health  staff  at  the 
Welcomes  by  ladies  who  very  kindly  help  with  the  mothers’ 
teas,  etc.

OF  Dried  Milk. 

The  milk  grants  have  been  continued  on  the  lines  laid 
down  by  the  Ministry  of  Health. 


The  numbers  on  the  free  milk  list  rose  considerably  as  the 
year  went  on.  The  general  strike  and  coal  dispute  probably 
account  for  most  of  the  increase,  but  as  the  Department  comes 
in  touch  with  more  new  families  which  need  help,  it  cannot 
refuse  to  continue  with  the  old  ones,  where  economic  conditions 
are  always  pressing  hardly  on  the  children. 


The  total  fresh  milk  granted  during  the  year  was  72,323 
pints,  compared  with  57,629  pints  in  1925  ;  free  dried  milk 
5,79olbs.,  compared  with  4,007lbs.  in  1925.

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Sale  of  Dried  Milk  at  Cost  Price. 

The  sale  of  dried  milk  has  been  carried  out  at  all  the  Centres 
on  the  same  lines  as  in  previous  years. 

During  the  year  the  total  number  of  sales  of  dried  milk 
amounted  to  4,992,  the  weight  in  lbs.  being  10,257. 

Grants  of  Free  Cod  Liver  Oil,  etc. 

Free  grants  of  preparations  to  aid  nutrition  of  infants,  young 
children,  and  nursing  mothers  continue  to  be  very  necessary. 
The  cheaper  foods  are  apt  to  lack  the  vitamines  that  young 
children  specially  need,  and  the  anxiety  of  present  social  con¬ 
ditions  as  well  as  insufficient  nourishment  make  lactation  difficult. 

These  grants  are  all  registered,  and  given  on  the  direct 
sanction  of  the  medical  officers  in  every  case. 

During  the  year  the  total  number  of  issues,  including  issues 
from  Sydney  House  Clinic,  of  malt  and  cod  liver  oil,  etc.,  was 
2,628,  the  weight  being  3,226  lbs.,  of  which  2,908  were  issued  free 
to  necessitous  cases. 

Clinic  for  Venereal  Diseases  in  Women  and  Children. 

There  has  been  very  little  change  in  the  Clinic  for  Venereal 
Diseases  during  1926.  With  the  exception  of  three  babies  with 
acute  congenital  Syphilis,  the  admissions  for  this  disease  have 
been  late  or  latent  cases.  Some  have  had  incomplete  treatment 
in  the  past,  and  some  no  treatment  at  all.  Patients  from  a 
distance  find  adequate  attendance  impossible,  owing  to  the 
length  and  expense  of  the  journey. 

Patients  requiring  in-patient  treatment  are  referred  to 
Shirley  Warren  Infirmary  or  the  Royal  South  Hants  and  South¬ 
ampton  Hospital.  Expectant  mothers,  who  are  to  be  confined 
at  home,  are  warned  that  they  must  inform  the  midwife,  in  order 
that  she  may  take  the  best  measures  to  ensure  the  safety  of 
mother  and  infant.

Ophthalmia  Neonatorum  was  made  compulsorily  notifiable 
on  1st  April,  1914  ;  Encephalitis  Lethargica  on  the  ist  January, 
1919;  Pneumonia,  Malaria,  Trench  Fever  and  Dysentery  on  ist 
March,  1919,  and  Puerperal  Pyrexia  on  the  ist  October,  1926. 
The  notification  of  Measles  and  German  Measles  ceased  31st

which  infectious  diseases  occurred,  and  inquiries  were  made 
relative  to  the  probable  source  of  infection,  and  the  isolation 
of  the  patient.  Information  was  also  given  concerning  the 
precautions  necessary  to  be  taken  to  prevent  the  spread  of 
disease,  and  in  the  case  of  measles  advice  as  to  treatment  and 
nursing  of  patients  where  a  medical  man  was  not  in  attendance. 

Of  the  cases  notified  in  the  Borough  under  the  various  Acts 
and  Regulations,  460  were  removed  to  the  Isolation  Hospital 
for  treatment. 

Sanitary  defects  were  found  in  52  houses  in  which  cases 
occurred. 

SMALL  POX. 

No  case  of  Small  Pox  occurred  in  the  Borough  during  the 
year. 

Visits  to  the  number  of  260  were  made  in  respect  of  contacts 
residing  in  the  Borough  who  had  landed  from  vessels  in  which 
cases  of  Small  Pox  had  occurred  during  the  vo^mge. 
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SCARLET  FEVER. 

The  number  of  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever  notified  during  the 
year  amounted  to  206.

INFLUENZA  AND  PNEUMONIA. 

Influenza  was  prevalent  during  the  early  months  of  the 
year,  but  did  not  assume  epidemic  form.  The  number  of  deaths 
recorded  during  the  year  was  53,  compared  with  29  deaths  in 
1925,  and  89  in  1924. 

Pneumonia  was  exceptionally  prevalent  from  February  to 
April,  and  again  towards  the  end  of  the  year.  The  notifications 
of  Acute  Primary  and  Influenzal  Pneumonia  totalled  186,  com¬ 
pared  with  99  in  the  previous  year.  The  number  of  deaths 
recorded  from  all  forms  of  Pneumonia  was  134,  an  increase 
of  10  over  the  previous  year. 


ENCEPHALITIS  LETHARGICA. 

Six  cases  of  Encephalitis  Lethargica  were  notified,  of 
which  five  proved  fatal  during  the  year.  Two  additional 
deaths  also  occurred  from  the  disease,  one  of  which  was 
notified  in  December,  1925,  and  one  unnotified  case,  a  male 
aged  44 — in  Shirley  Warren  Infirmary.

During  the  year  there  has  been  no  alteration  as  regards 
Sanatorium  or  Clinic  treatment,  as  the  arrangements  in  force 
have  been  found  to  be  in  every  way  satisfactory  for  the  treatment 
of  Tuberculosis. 

The  Tubercle  Bacillus  is  found  in  about  50  per  cent,  of  the 
cases.  Its  presence  is  definitely  positive,  but  its  absence  by  no 
means  negatives  the  presence  of  Tuberculosis.  Contacts  are 
frequently  seen  and  examined,  and,  if  necessary,  kept  under 
observation  and  treated. 

Visits  to  the  homes  of  cases  are  made  by  the  Health  Visitors 
and  advice  given.  Unfortunately,  the  home  conditions  are  fre¬ 
quently  unsatisfactory,  without  the  means  for  isolation,  and  the 
chance  of  the  patient’s  eventual  recovery  is  therefore  minimised. 
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Many  cases  are  under  the  treatment  of  their  own  doctors, 
and  the  services  of  the  Tuberculosis  Officer  are  available  for 
consultation  and  advice  with  regard  to  these. 

Cases  are  admitted  to  the  Sanatorium  for  treatment  and 
education  for  the  most  part,  very  few  being  admitted  for 
observation,  as  this  can  usually  be  carried  out  satisfactorily  at 
the  Clinic. 

Two  hundred  and  eight  cases  were  admitted  during  1926, 
as  against  no  in  1925,  each  case  remaining  in  the  Hospital  on  the 
average  9  weeks,  and  during  the  latter  months  of  the  year  the 
period  had  fallen  as  low  as  7  to  8  weeks,  whereas  in  1925  the 
average  stay  was  about  14  weeks. 

This  plan  proves  more  satisfactory,  and  obviates  having  a 
long  waiting  list  of  patients.  Now  patients  can  always  be 
admitted  within  a  week,  once  the  decision  has  been  made  that 
it  is  a  suitable  case  for  Sanatorium  treatment. 

Of  the  208  cases  admitted  last  year,  17  died  in  the  institution. 

After  discharge  from  the  Sanatorium,  attendance  is  continued 
at  the  Clinic,  until  such  time  as  it  is  considered  possible  for  a  return 
to  work,  and  even  then  many  cases  attend  once  a  week  for  a  time, 
until  all  symptoms  have  disappeared,  when  the  disease  is  deemed 
to  be  “  quiescent,”  and  the  patient  is  instructed  to  attend  every 
three  months  for  overhaul.  Should  there  be  recrudescence  of  the 
trouble,  treatment  is  at  once  recommenced. 

During  1925,  409  new  cases  were  examined  at  the  Clinic, 
and  there  were  5,105  attendances.  During  1926,  490  new  cases 
were  examined,  and  7,202  attendances  were  made,  and  the 
increase  is  being  steadily  maintained. 

For  statistical  purposes,  cases  are  divided  up  according  to 
the  classihcation  suggested  by  the  Ministry  of  Health  :  — 

I.  All  patients  are  grouped  according  to  sex  and  age,  those 
under  15  years  of  age  being  classed  as  children. 

II.  Classihcation  as  to  whether  the  disease  is  (a)  Pulmonary 
or  (b)  Non- Pulmonary. 

III.  Patients  suffering  from  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  are 
divided  into  : — 

Class  T.B.  minus — viz.,  those  in  which  Tubercle  Bacilli 
have  not  been  discovered  in  the  sputum. 

Class  T.B.  plus — viz.,  cases  in  which  Tubercle  Bacilli 
have  been  found  in  the  sputum. 
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This  latter  class  is  further  sub-divided  into  : — 

Group  I.  Cases  with  slight  constitutional  disturbance 
and  with  the  disease  limited  to  the  apex  of  one  lobe 
only,  with  slight  exceptions. 

Group  3.  Cases  with  profound  systemic  disturbance  with 
marked  impairment  of  function,  and  with  little  chance 
of  recovery. 

Group  2.  All  cases  which  cannot  be  included  in  the  above 
groups. 

IV.  Patients  suffering  from  Non- Pulmonary  Tuberculosis 
classified  according  to  the  site  of  lesion. 

The  tables  given  are  also  those  suggested  by  the  Ministry  of 
Health,  and  adopted  for  the  sake  of  uniformity  throughout  the 
service. 

The  results  of  treatment  are  described  by  the  following 
terms  : — 

Quiescent. — Cases  which  have  no  signs  or  symptoms  of 
disease  left. 

Arrested. — Cases  which  have  been  quiescent  for  at  least  two 
years. 

Cured. — Those  in  which  the  disease  has  been  ''  arrested  for 
three  years. 

Improved. — Cases  in  which  their  general  condition  is  better. 

No  material  improvement. — AU  other  patients  who  are  ahve. 

It  will  be  seen  from  the  tables  that  490  new  patients 
attended  the  Clinic  during  the  year,  315  of  these  being  sent  up 
by  medical  men  of  the  town  ;  the  remainder  were  from  various 
sources. 

Of  these  cases,  281  were  found  to  be  suffering  from  definite 
Tuberculosis,  no  evidence  of  Tubercular  disease  being  found  in  the 
remainder. 

The  Health  Visitors  have  done  excellent  work  in  making 
2,407  visits  to  homes  of  consumptives,  and  the  work  at  the  Clinic 
continues  to  run  very  smoothly.

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Scarlet  Fever. 

Of  the  223  cases  admitted  as  Scarlet  Fever,  10  were  found 
not  to  be  suffering  from  that  disease. 

One  case  terminated  fatally,  Scarlet  Fever  being  complicated 
with  acute  Mastoid  Disease.  Operation  was  resorted  to,  but  the 
patient  succumbed  to  Pyaemia  14  days  later. 

Operation  for  acute  Mastoid  Disease  was  performed  in  one 
other  case,  with  successful  result. 

Operations  on  Tonsils  and  Adenoids  were  performed  in  22 
cases.  In  three  other  instances  of  enlarged  Tonsils  and  Adenoids, 
consent  to  the  operation  was  withheld  by  the  relatives. 

Of  the  complications,  there  were  15  cases  of  Ear  Discharge, 
13  of  purulent  Nasal  Discharge,  4  of  Nephritis,  4  of  Adenitis, 
and  2  of  Scarlatinal  Rheumatism. 

Diphtheria. 

Three  hundred  and  twenty-one  patients  were  admitted  as 
Diphtheria.  Of  these  40  were  found  not  to  be  suffering  from  the 
disease  notified.  They  were  diagnosed  in  hospital  as  follow  : 
Tonsillitis,  25  ;  Quinsy,  4  ;  Congested  Throat,  5  ;  general  Peri¬ 
tonitis  and  Septic  Tonsillitis,  i  (died)  ;  Scarlet  Fever,  3  ;  acute 
Coryza,  2. 

Seventeen  deaths  occurred,  8  females  and  9  males.  Of 
these  one  was  admitted  in  the  last  stage  of  Croup.  Tracheotomy 
was  immediately  performed,  but  failed  to  save  the  patient.  Of 
the  other  fatal  cases,  i  was  admitted  on  the  second  day  of  disease, 
4  were  admitted  on  the  third*  day,  3  on  the  fourth  day,  5  on  the 
fifth  day,  and  3  on  the  sixth  day  of  disease.  In  only  one  case 
with  a  fatal  termination  had  antitoxin  been  administered  previous 
to  admission  to  Hospital. 

The  average  age  at  death  was  6  years. 

Enteric  Eever. 

Eifteen  cases  were  admitted,  of  which  3  died.  Of  the  fatal 
cases,  2  were  admitted  in  the  second  week  and  i  in  the  third 
week  of  disease.  In  one  instance  death  was  due  to  Peritonitis, 
following  perforation  of  the  intestine.  The  other  two  fatal  cases 
were  complicated  with  haemorrhage  into  the  bowel. 

Complications  occurred  in  4  other  patients,  namely  :  i  case 
of  Pleurisy,  i  of  Pneumonia,  i  of  Eemoral  Thrombosis,  and  i  of 
Orchitis. 
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Measles. 

Eighty-two  cases  of  Measles  were  admitted  during  the  year. 
Seven  deaths  occurred.  Broncho-pneumonia  complicated  5  of 
the  fatal  cases,  severe  Enteritis  i,  and  acute  Mastoid  Disease  i ; 
operation  in  this  last  case  failing  to  avert  the  fatal  issue. 

One  case  was  operated  on  for  acute  Mastoid  Disease  with 
successful  result. 

Of  other  complications,  14  cases  suffered  from  Enteritis,  13 
from  Broncho-pneumonia,  10  from  Ear  Discharge,  and  2  from 
Conjunctivitis. 

Chicken  Pox. 

Three  of  the  64  patients  admitted  as  Chicken  Pox  died.  In 
each  case  death  was  due  to  infantile  Diarrhoea,  from  which  the 
patient  was  suffering  on  admission  to  Hospital.

HOUSING. 

The  houses  completed  for  occupation  during  the  year  1926 
numbered  839,  making  a  total  erected  since  the  census  of  June, 
1921,  of  approximately  3,800.  During  the  same  period  the 
Registrar-General  estimates  the  population  has  increased  by  7,100 
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persons  over  the  adjusted  census  figures.  This  increase  in  the 
population  would  require,  approximately,  1,420  houses.  Assum¬ 
ing  that  the  estimate  of  the  Registrar-General  is  correct,  there  has 
been  a  surplus  of  over  2,300  houses  since  1921  to  absorb  those 
families  that  were  without  housing  accommodation. 

Five  hundred  and  thirty- eight  of  the  houses  that  were  built 
during  1926,  were  subsidy  houses,  and  built  either  for  sale  or 
own  occupation.  The  remainder  were  of  a  fairly  large  type,  and 
beyond  the  means  of  the  ordinary  working  man. 

The  only  houses  that  were  built  to  meet  the  demands  of  the 
working  classes  were  those  built  by  the  Corporation  under  their 
Second  Housing  Scheme.

The  number  of  nuisances  abated  during  the  year  amounted 
to  125,  viz : — Factories  15  ;  Workshops  and  Workplaces  84  ; 
Bakehouses  23  ;  Laundries  3. 


HOMEWORK. 

During  February  42  lists  were  sent  in  containing  the  names 
and  addresses  of  100  Outworkers,  and  during  August  43  lists 
containing  the  names  and  addresses  of  102  Outworkers. 

Of  the  102  names  received  in  August,  2  reside  outside  the 
district,  19  occupy  premises  registered  as  workshops,  and  of  the 
remainder  80  work  on  wearing  apparel,  and  i  on  upholstery. 

The  names  and  addresses  of  the  Outworkers  living  outside 
the  Borough  have,  in  accordance  with  Section  107  of  the  Factory 


67 

and  Workshop  Acts,  been  forwarded  to  the  Authorities  of  the 
District  in  which  they  reside. 

One  hundred  and  fifty  visits  of  inspection  have  been 
made  during  the  year,  and  13  nuisances  abated. 

BAKEHOUSES. 

There  are  117  Bakehouses  on  the  Register,  42  being  Factories 
and  75  Workshops.  Ninety-six  of  these  were  in  use  at  the  end 
of  the  year,  and  21  were  unoccupied. 

They  give  employment  to  376  males  and  14  females,  in 
addition  to  those  employed  in  delivery  and  as  shop  assistants. 

Four  hundred  and  ninety-two  visits  of  inspection  have 
been  made  during  the  year,  and  23  nuisances  abated. 

All  occupied  Bakehouses  were  re-limewashed  twice  during 
the  year  in  accordance  with  the  Regulations. 

Two  new  businesses  were  commenced  in  a  small  way  during 
the  year  in  the  Woolston  district,  and  six  old  Bakehouses  have 
lapsed,  the  premises  having  being  converted  to  other  uses. 

LAUNDRIES. 

There  are  25  Laundries  on  the  Register,  13  of  which  use 
mechanical  power  and  12  manual  labour. 

Thirty-four  visits  have  been  made  during  the  year,  and 
three  nuisances  abated. 

In  addition  to  the  foregoing,  818  visits  have  been  made 
during  the  year,  comprising  re-visits  to  Factories,  Workshops, 
Bakehouses  and  Laundries,  serving  notices,  investigating  com¬ 
plaints  of  nuisances,  overcrowding,  and  various  other  matters. 


CASES  OF  INFECTIOUS  DISEASE  OCCURRING  IN  HOMES 
OF  EMPLOYEES  OF  FACTORIES  AND  WORKSHOPS. 

Four  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever,  and  five  cases  of  Diphtheria 
occurred  in  the  homes  of  employees  of  Factories  and  Workshops 
during  the  year. 

Eight  of  these  cases  were  removed  to  the  Isolation 
Hospital,  and  one  was  isolated  at  home. 

The  workers  living  in  the  houses  in  which  Scarlet  Fever 
cases  occurred  received  a  disinfecting  bath,  and  had  their 
clothes  disinfected  before  resuming  duties. 

The  premises  in  which  cases  occurred  were  disinfected,  and 
bedding  removed  for  disinfection  after  the  removal  of  patients 
to  Hospital,  or  on  their  recovery  when  isolated  at  home. 
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In  the  cases  of  Diphtheria,  the  workers  in  the  houses  had  their 
throats  bacteriologically  examined,  and  were  not  allowed  to 
return  to  work  unless  the  result  was  negative.

Section  II. — Public  Health  Regulations,  1907  (Unsound  Food). 

These  samples  comprised  foodstuffs  imported  into  the  Docks 
for  home  consumption.  The  following  samples  were  examined 
and  reported  upon  to  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  : — 

Sixteen  samples  of  apples,  which  contained  varying  quantities 
of  arsenic,  lead,  and  copper  ;  3  samples  of  pears,  which  had  been 
sprayed  with  an  arsenical  insecticide  ;  and  7  samples  of  butter. 

Section  III. — Gas  Regulation  Act,  1920. 

Official  testing  commenced  under  this  Act  on  October  27th, 
1922,  and  tests  have  been  made  regularly  at  the  Gas  Works, 
in  Marine  Parade,  upon  six  days  in  each  week,  including  eight 
Sundays  in  each  quarter.  During  the  past  year  the  Gas 
Company  has  fulfilled  its  statutory  obligations  which  refer  to 
the  calorific  value  of  the  gas,  its  freedom  from  sulphuretted 
hydrogen,  and  the  maintenance  of  pressure,  except  in  so  far  as  it 
was  prevented  from  doing  so  as  a  result  of  the  Coal  Dispute.  The 
following  table  gives  a  summary  of  the  quarterly  results  for  1926  :

ANNUAL  REPORT 

For  the  Year  ended  31st  December,  1926. 


PORT  OF  SOUTHAMPTON. 

The  Port  and  Harbour  of  Southampton  are  controlled  by 
the  Southampton  Harbour  Board  as  constituted  by  the  South¬ 
ampton  Harbour  Act,  1913. 

The  Port  Sanitary  Authority,  which  was  permanently 
constituted  by  an  Order  of  the  Local  Government  Board,  dated 
June  8th,  1893,  is  ‘‘  the  Mayor,  Aldermen,  and  Burgesses  of  the 
Borough  of  Southampton  acting  by  the  Council.”  It  exercises 
Port  functions  in  waters  abutting  upon  the  Urban  Sanitary 
District  of  Southampton,  and  upon  the  Rural  Sanitary  Districts 
of  New  Forest,  South  Stoneham,  and  Fareham. 

The  limits  of  jurisdiction  are  “  so  much  of  the  said  Port 
of  Southampton  as  is  comprised  within  the  following  lines  ; 
that  is  to  say  : — 

“  A  straight  line  following  and  coincident  with  the  common 
boundary  of  the  Customs  Ports  of  Southampton  and  Portsmouth, 
and  drawn  from  Hill  Head  to  that  point  in  the  said  common 
boundary  which  is  nearest  to  the  Bramble  Buoy  ;  a  straight 
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line  drawn  from  the  last-mentioned  point  to  the  most  northerly 
point  of  Calshot  Castle,  and  a  line  coincident  with  the  boundary 
of  the  said  Port  of  Southampton,  and  drawn  from  the  last- 
mentioned  point  up  the  stream  called  the  Southampton  Water, 
and  following  the  said  boundary  to  Hill  Head  aforesaid.” 

Ports  from  which  Ships  Arrive. 

Vessels  arrive  in  the  Port  from  almost  all  Ports  of  any 
importance  in  the  world,  but  principally  from  the  following  : — 

(a)  Foreign — .Channel  Islands,  Havre,  Cherbourg,  Hon- 
fleur,  Bordeaux,  Antwerp,  Rotterdam,  Hamburg,  Bremen, 
ports  in  the  Baltic,  ports  in  Spain,  Portugal,  East  Coast  of  North 
and  South  America,  ports  on  the  West,  South  and  East  of  Africa, 
East  and  West  Indies,  India,  China,  Australia,  and  many  vessels 
coming  through  the  Suez  Canal  and  Mediterranean,  and  from 
Norway  and  Sweden,  and  the  Baltic  Sea. 

(b)  British. — Tyne  District,  Cardiff,  Newport  (Mon.),  London, 
Glasgow,  Cork,  Plymouth,  and  from  Ports  in  Ireland.  There  is 
also  occasional  communication  with  several  other  Ports. 

Character  of  Trade. — Southampton  is  one  of  the  chief 
passenger  ports  in  the  world,  both  inward  and  outward  ;  and 
is  also  an  approved  Port  under  the  Aliens’  Act  for  immigrants, 
emigrants,  and  transmigrants. 

Imports  :  Consist  chiefly  of  meat,  butter,  cheese,  cocoa, 
coffee,  grain,  sugar,  fruit  and  vegetables,  hides,  skins,  and  wool. 

Exports  :  Consist  chiefly  of  manufactured  articles. 


REPORT  FOR  THE  YEAR  1926. 

The  number  of  vessels  entering  the  Port  of  Southampton 
during  the  year  was  13,343,  being  a  decrease  of  1,263  compared 
with  the  previous  year.  The  net  tonnage  of  these  vessels 
amounted  to  9,861,178  tons,  compared  with  9,989,300  in  the 
year  1925,  but  an  increase  of  3,189  compared  with  the  year  1924. 

The  decrease  in  1926  was  in  the  number  of  coastwise  vessels 
arriving,  owing  to  the  Coal  Strike.  There  was  a  slight  increase 
in  the  number  of  arrivals  from  foreign  ports. 

The  number  of  passengers  arriving  in  the  Port  from  countries 
outside  Europe  was  slightly  less  than  in  the  previous  year,  but  the 
number  embarking  showed  a  considerable  increase. 
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In  addition  to  the  above,  339  vessels  arrived  in  Southampton 
Water  and  Cowes  Roads  to  embark  and  disembark  crews  and 
passengers. 

The  number  of  passengers  and  crews  landed  by  tender  in 
the  Docks  from  these  vessels  amounted  to  9,522  during  the  year. 

Nineteen  transports  also  arrived  in  the  Port,  and  landed 
4,143  crew  and  23,829  military  passengers  and  troops  ;  the 
statistics  relating  to  these  vessels  not  being  included  above. 

The  passenger  traffic  during  the  years  1925  and  1926  between 
Ports  in  England  and  places  outside  Europe,  and  not  within  the 
Mediterranean  Sea,  is  given  in  the  Board  of  Trade  Journal  as 
follows  : —

PRECAUTIONS  ADOPTED  TO  PREVENT  THE  IMPORTATION 

OF  INFECTIOUS  DISEASE. 

The  Port  of  Southampton  being  in  direct  communication 
with  almost  all  countries  in  the  world  runs  considerable  danger 
of  the  importation  of  infectious  disease,  and  many  vessels  arrive 
from  Ports  which  are  infected  with  Cholera,  Yellow  Fever  or 
Plague. 

Vessels  coming  from  infected  Ports  are  dealt  with  under 
the  Cholera,  Yellow  Fever  and  Plague  Regulations,  1907,  and 
the  Port  Sanitary  Authorities’  (Infectious  Diseases)  Regulations, 
1920.  The  Officer  of  Customs  is  notihed  from  time  to  time  by 
the  Port  Medical  Officer  as  to  the  ports  he  has  reason  to  believe 
are  infected  with  either  of  the  aforesaid  diseases.  The  Officer  of 
Customs  is  further  requested  to  detain  all  vessels  arriving  from 
such  ports  for  examination  by  the  Port  Medical  Officer.  Such 
examination  is  carried  out  immediately  the  vessel  has  arrived 
alongside  the  Quay,  and  the  vessel  is  not  released  from  detention, 
i.e.,  no  person  is  allowed  to  land  until  such  time  as  the  examina¬ 
tion  of  the  Port  Medical  Officer  proves  satisfactory. 
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In  the  event  of  any  case  or  suspicious  case  of  Cholera,  Yellow 
Fever  or  Plague  being  found  on  board,  the  vessel  is  dealt  with 
in  accordance  with  the  powers  contained  in  the  Regulations. 

With  regard  to  vessels  from  ''  non-inf ected  ”  Ports,  the 
Port  Sanitary  Authorities  (Infectious  Diseases)  Regulations, 
1920,  greatly  extended  the  powers  and  enlarged  the  duties  of 
Port  Sanitary  Authorities  respecting  such  diseases  as  Small  Pox, 
Typhus,  etc. 

As  in  the  case  of  vessels  from  ''  infected  ”  Ports,  vessels 
from  "  non-inf  ected  ”  Ports  are  visited  after  arrival  alongside 
the  Quays. 

Homeward  bound  vessels  which  discharge  passengers  off 
Hamble,  are  waited  on  by  tenders.  An  officer  of  the  Port  Sanitary 
Authority  accompanies  the  tender  and  receives  a  report  as  to 
the  health  of  the  persons  on  board,  and  more  particularly  of 
those  landed  at  Southampton. 

Infectious  Cases. 

All  cases  of  acute  infectious  diseases  are  removed  in  motor 
ambulances  to  the  Southampton  Isolation  Hospital.  Small  Pox 
cases  are  removed  to  the  Small  Pox  Huts  at  Millbrook  Marsh. 
Infectious  cases  among  troops  on  Transports  are  also  dealt  with, 
cases  of  Small  Pox,  Scarlet  Fever,  Measles,  etc.,  being  removed 
for  isolation  to  the  Local  Authority’s  Hospital  ;  other  cases  such 
as  Enteric  Fever,  Dysentery,  Malaria,  etc.,  are  removed  to 
Netley  Hospital  or  Haslar. 


DISINFECTION  AND  CLEANSING. 

The  disinfection  of  infected  articles,  and  articles  requiring 
disinfection,  are  removed  by  motor  from  vessels  in  the  Port  to  the 
Corporation  Disinfecting  Station  at  West  Quay,  where  two  steam 
disinfectors  are  provided  for  carrying  out  the  work. 


MOTOR  LAUNCH. 

The  Port  Sanitary  motor  launch  is  used  for  visiting  and 
inspecting  vessels  at  Redbridge,  Hamble,  etc.,  and  for  meeting 
vessels  in  the  River  when  required. 

The  following  tables  give  statistical  information  relating  to 
shipping  and  passengers  and  crews  entering  the  Port,  also  the 
cases  of  infectious  diseases  reported  and  landed,  and  how  dealt 
with.

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PASSENGER  TRAFFIC. 

The  Board  of  Trade  returns  (from  which  the  following 
particulars  and  tables  are  obtained)  of  the  passenger  movement 
to  and  from  the  United  Kingdom,  show  that  the  total  number 
of  passengers  who  arrived  in  the  United  Kingdom  from  places 
out  of  Europe  during  the  year  1926  amounted  to  237,379,  a 
decrease  of  3,810  compared  with  the  year  1925.  The  number 
of  passengers  who  arrived  at  the  Port  of  Southampton  from 
places  out  of  Europe  during  the  same  period  amounted  to  76,390, 
a  decrease  of  266  compared  with  the  previous  year. 

The  total  number  of  passengers  who  left  various  ports  in 
the  United  Kingdom  for  places  out  of  Europe  amounted  to  402,438, 
an  increase  of  47,515  compared  with  1925.  The  number  of  outward 
passengers  who  left  Southampton  for  places  out  of  Europe 
amounted  to  141,635,  an  increase  of  18,932  compared  with  1925.

Of  the  total  of  639,817  passengers  outward  and  inward  in  1926,  about  34  per 
cent,  were  recorded  at  Southampton,  28  per  cent,  at  Liverpool,  and  20  per  cent, 
at  London,  as  compared  with  percentages  of  33,  31,  and  19  respectively  in  1925. 
Glasgow  accounted  for  between  8  and  9  per  cent,  of  the  total  in  each  year.  Nearly 
12  per  cent,  of  the  total  number  of  inward  passengers  in  1926  disembarked  at  Ply¬ 
mouth.  As  regards  the  class  of  travel,  it  may  be  remarked  that  the  first  and  second 
class  each  represented  about  25  per  cent,  of  the  total  traffic  in  1926,  as  compared 
with  28  and  30  per  cent,  respectively  in  1925,  whilst  the  number  of  third  class 
passengers  was  rather  more  than  one-half  of  the  total  in  1926,  as  compared  with 
43  per  cent,  of  the  total  in  1925. 

During  1925  a  class  of  travel  entitled  “  Third  Class  Tourist  ”  was  instituted, 
accommodation  superior  to  that  for  ordinary  third  class  passengers  being  provided 
for  passengers  so  described.  The  numbers  reported  as  travelling  in  this  class  during 
1926,  amounting  to  more  than  37,000,  are  included  in  the  table  with  other  third 
class  passengers.  In  1926  third  class  tourist  services  were  in  operation  between 
the  principal  English  and  Scottish  Ports  and  the  North  American  Continent.  The 
increased  popularity  of  this  class  of  travel  is  no  doubt  reflected  in  the  decreased 
numbers  travelling  second  class  in  1926,  as  compared  with  the  figures  for  1925.

The  five  ports  on  the  English  Channel,  which  are  separately 
specified  in  the  above  table,  accounted  for  four-fifths  of  the  entire 
passenger  movement  to  and  from  the  Continent  in  1926,  and  about 
38  per  cent,  of  the  outward  and  39  per  cent,  of  the  inward  pas¬ 
sengers  embarked  or  disembarked  at  the  port  of  Dover  alone. 
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The  total  number  of  passengers  travelling  to  and  from  the 
Continent  by  air  in  1926  showed  an  increase  of  4,803  over  the 
numbers  carried  in  1925. 

Nearly  one-half  of  the  passengers  during  the  year,  both  inward 
and  outward,  travelled  in  the  third  quarter  and  over  70  per  cent, 
in  the  period  April  to  September  in  each  of  the  years  covered  by 
the  table. 

The  particulars  furnished  to  the  Board  of  Trade,  with  regard 
to  the  passengers  to  and  from  the  Continent,  do  not  include 
information  as  to  their  nationality,  but  the  annual  statistics  in 
respect  of  alien  passengers,  which  are  prepared  by  the  Home 
Office,  show  the  number  of  aliens  travelling  between  the  United 
Kingdom  and  European  ports.

It  appears  from  the  above  hgures  that  the  movement  of 
British  passengers  between  this  country  and  the  Continent  was 
more  active  in  1926  than  in  1925,  and  substantially  more  active 
than  in  1924.  The  excess  of  inward  ahen  passengers  from  Europe 
over  outward  alien  passengers  to  Europe,  which  was  about  26,000 
in  1925  and  38,000  in  1926,  was  counterbalanced  by  the  outward 
excess  of  aliens  at  the  ports  which  dealt  with  passenger  traffic 
between  this  country  and  non- European  countries.  p.

The  cases  of  infectious  disease  reported  by  vessels  on  arrival 
at  Southampton  are  shown  in  Table  VII,  which  includes  all  cases 
reported  on  the  bills  of  health  on  both  H.M.  Transports  and 
other  vessels. 
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Many  of  the  cases  reported  on  Transports  were  convalescent 
cases  from  India  or  the  Mediterranean,  who  proceeded  to  Netley 
Hospital  or  Haslar  Hospital  for  discharge,  on  furlough,  or  other¬ 
wise.  This  especially  applies  to  the  cases  of  Diarrhoea,  Dysentery, 
Enteric  Fever,  Malaria,  Tuberculosis,  and  Venereal  Disease  shown 
in  the  said  table.

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PLAGUE. 

No  case  of  Plague  was  reported  on  vessels  arriving  at  South¬ 
ampton. 


Rats. 

The  fact  that  Plague  may  exist  in  rats,  and  from  them  be 
transmitted  by  certain  means  to  human  beings,  renders  it  neces¬ 
sary  to  adopt  special  precautions  with  regard  to  ships  coming 
from  Plague-infected  ports.  A  rat  order  (issued  under  the  Cholera, 
Yellow  Fever,  and  Plague  Regulations  of  1907),  setting  forth  the 
measures  to  be  taken  for  preventing  access  of  rats  from  the  ship 
to  the  shore,  is  served  upon  the  masters  of  vessels  coming  from 
Plague-infected  ports,  and  such  ships  are  visited  by  the  Inspectors 
at  irregular  times  to  ascertain  that  the  necessary  precautions  are 
being  carried  out. 

The  officers  of  the  Port  Sanitary  Authority  visit  ships  during 
the  discharge  of  cargo  to  ascertain  if  any  dead  rats  are  found. 
When  any  are  discovered  they  are  submitted  to  post-mortem 
examination  by  the  Port  Medical  Officer,  and  if  an}^  suspicious 
signs  of  Plague  are  found,  a  bacteriological  examination  is  made. 
In  addition,  the  rat  catcher  periodically  provides  batches  of  rats 
caught  on  ships  and  in  various  parts  of  the  Docks.  These  are 
submitted  to  post-mortem  examination. 


Rat  catchers  are  employed  by  the  Southern  Railway  Com¬ 
pany  (Docks)  and  Shipping  Companies,  for  the  destruction  of  rats, 
the  method  employed  being  by  trapping.  The  numbers  caught  are 
checked  each  day  by  the  Port  Sanitary  Staff,  and  returns  made  to 
the  Shipping  Companies  of  the  number  caught  on  each  vessel 
every  week.  After  being  killed,  the  bodies  of  the  rats  are 
destroyed  in  the  furnaces  of  the  pumping  station  or  on  board 
ship. 


The  number  of  rats  captured  during  the  year  on  vessels 
and  in  the  Docks  and  destroyed  was  7,979,  compared  with 
9,918  in  1925,  and  10,181  in  1924. 


The  total  number  of  rats  captured  on  vessels  from  Plague- 
infected  ports  amounted  to  2,585. 


During  the  year  314  rats  were  examined  at  the  Municipal 
Laboratory,  but  no  condition  suggestive  of  Plague  was  found.

TABLE  XI 
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FUMIGATION  OF  VESSELS. 

The  Public  Health  Authorities  of  the  United  States  of 
America  require  ships  trading  between  the  United  States  and  a 
foreign  country  to  be  fumigated  throughout  at  least  once  every 
six  months.  In  order  to  comply  with  these  regulations,  the 
fumigation  of  eleven  large  vessels  was  carried  out  during  the 
year. 

Five  transports  were  also  fumigated. 

The  shipping  companies  make  their  own  arrangements  with 
firms  making  a  speciality  of  this  class  of  work  to  carr}^  out  the 
fumigation,  which  is  done  under  the  supervision  of  the  Port 
Sanitary  Staff,  who  issue  a  certificate  if  the  fumigation  has  been 
satisfactorily  carried  out.

CHOLERA. 

No  case  of  Cholera  was  reported  on  any  vessel  arriving  in 
the  Port  during  the  year. 
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SMALL  POX. 

Three  cases  of  Small  Pox  were  reported  on  vessels  arriving  at 
Southampton,  of  which  the  following  are  particulars  :  — 

S.S.  ''  Jervis  Bay,”  from  Brisbane,  arrived  at  Southampton 
on  i6th  February,  and  reported  having  landed  a  seaman  at  Malta 
on  the  pth  February.  Disinfection  was  carried  out  on  the  arrival 
of  the  ship  at  Southampton.  The  names  and  addresses  of  all 
persons  landing  were  forwarded  to  the  districts  to  which  they  were 
proceeding. 

S.S.  ‘‘  Empress  of  Scotland,”  from  Yokohama,  arrived  at 
Southampton  on  the  2ist  April,  and  reported  that  two  cases  of 
Small  Pox  had  occurred  amongst  the  crew.  A  stewardess  was 
taken  ill  on  14th  March,  isolated  in  ship’s  hospital,  recovered, 
and  returned  to  duty. 

A  steward  was  taken  ill  on  19th  March,  isolated  in  ship’s 
hospital,  recovered,  and  afterwards  landed  at  New  York,  on 
13th  April,  suffering  from  Lobar  Pneumonia. 

All  the  crew  had  been  vaccinated,  names  and  addresses  of 
passengers  and  crew  were  obtained  and  forwarded  to  the  district 
to  which  they  were  proceeding. 

Disinfection  was  carried  out  on  arrival  of  the  ship  at  South¬ 
ampton. 

ENTERIC  EEVER  AND  PARA-TYPHOID  FEVER. 

Eorty-two  cases  of  Enteric  Fever  and  four  cases  of  Para- 
Typhoid  Fever  were  reported  to  have  occurred  on  vessels  which 
arrived  in  the  Port. 

Eleven  of  the  cases  were  admitted  to  the  Isolation  Hospital, 
two  were  removed  for  observation  to  other  institutions  in  the 
Borough,  ten  were  removed  to  Netley  Hospital,  six  were  landed  at 
other  Ports  before  arrival  at  Southampton,  six  cases  proceeded 
on  the  vessel  to  another  Port,  ten  military  cases  were  reported 
to  be  convalescent  on  arrival,  and  one  case  died  at  sea. 
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DIPHTHERIA. 

Eighteen  cases  were  reported,  fifteen  of  which  were  removed 
to  the  Isolation  Hospital  on  arrival  ;  one  case  was  landed  at 
another  Port,  one  died  at  sea,  and  one  case  was  convalescent 
on  arrival. 


SCARLET  FEVER. 

Five  cases  were  reported,  three  of  which  were  removed  to 
the  Isolation  Hospital,  and  two  were  landed  at  other  Ports. 

MEASLES. 

Fifty-four  cases  were  reported,  fourteen  of  which  were 
removed  to  the  Isolation  Hospital. 

Three  cases  were  landed  at  other  Ports  before  arrival,  two 
proceeded  in  vessels  to  other  Ports,  and  thirty-five  were  con¬ 
valescent  on  arrival. 

INFLUENZA  AND  PNEUMONIA. 

Seventy- nine  cases  of  Influenza  and  fifty- eight  cases  of 
Pneumonia  were  reported.  Eight  cases  of  Pneumonia  were 
removed  to  Nursing  Homes  or  Shirley  Warren  Infirmary,  and 
three  to  Military  Hospitals. 

TUBERCULOSIS. 

One  hundred  and  eighty-three  cases  of  Tuberculosis  were 
reported,  ten  of  which  proved  fatal  during  the  voyage,  and 
were  buried  at  sea.  One  hundred  and  seven  of  the  cases  were 
troops  invalided  home,  and  were  removed  to  Military  Hospitals 
on  arrival. 

VENEREAL  DISEASE. 

Ninety- three  cases  of  Venereal  Diseases  were  reported. 
Fifty-two  of  these  were  military  cases,  and  were  removed  to 
Military  Hospitals  on  arrival  for  treatment. 

Provision  for  the  free  treatment  of  seamen  is  made  at  the 
Municipal  Clinic,  and  advantage  is  taken  by  seamen  of  the  facilities 
provided.

In  cases  where  a  seaman  is  under  treatment,  and  is  leaving 
the  Port,  he  is  given  a  card  and  particulars  in  order  that  he  may 
be  able  to  continue  treatment  at  any  other  Port  in  the  United 
Kingdom  at  which  he  may  call. 

Handbills  calling  attention  to  the  dangers  of  Venereal  Disease, 
and  the  facilities  that  are  available  for  their  treatment  in  the 
Borough,  are  distributed  on  each  ship  arriving  in  the  Port,  and 
are  also  posted  up  in  the  latrines  in  the  Docks. 

DISINFECTION. 

Disinfection  was  carried  out  by  the  Port  Sanitary  Authority 
on  54  vessels,  and  3,742  articles  of  bedding  and  other  articles, 
including  36  parcels  of  passengers’  effects,  were  removed  to 
Disinfecting  Station  at  West  Quay  for  disinfection. 

WATER  BARGES. 

The  water  barges  used  for  supplying  drinking  water  to 
vessels  and  yachts  in  the  Port  of  Southampton,  were  frequently 
inspected  during  the  year.  They  were  found  in  a  cleanly  and 
satisfactory  condition.  These  barges  obtain  their  water  from 
the  Corporation  supply. 

OIL  TANKERS. 

Seventy-one  oil  tankers  arrived  in  the  Southampton  Water 
during  the  year  to  discharge  fuel  oil  at  the  oil  wharves  at 
Eawley  and  Hamble. 

The  vessels  came  from  the  following  ports : — Abadan  7, 
Beaumont  3,  Curaco  4,  Los  Angeles  i.  New  Orleans  10,  Oruba  5, 
Port  Arthur  i,  Rouen  i,  Rio  Grande  do  Sul  i,  San  Pedro  ii, 
Tampico  26,  Tuxpan  i. 


TRANSPORTS. 

Nineteen  transports  arrived  at  Southampton  during  the 
year  ;  the  total  crew  landed  amounted  to  4,143,  and  the  military 
passengers,  troops,  women  and  children  to  23,829.  This  is  an 
increase  compared  with  the  previous  year,  when  18  transports, 
3,715  crew  and  21,275  military  passengers  arrived  in  the  Port. 

All  the  vessels  arrived  from  Ports  on  the  “  infected  ”  list, 
and  were  boarded  and  examined  on  arrival  in  conjunction  with 
the  naval  and  military  authorities  at  the  Port.

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ALIENS*  ORDER,  1920. 

The  Aliens’  Order,  1920,  which  came  into  operation  on  the 
12th  April,  1920,  prohibited  the  landing  of  aliens  in  the  United 
Kingdom,  except  with  the  leave  of  an  immigration  officer  ap¬ 
pointed  by  H.M.  Government.  The  Order  further  restricted  an 
alien  from  landing  except  at  an  approved  port,  of  which  there 
are  eighteen  in  the  United  Kingdom. 

Southampton  is  one  of  the  approved  ports,  and  the  work 
of  inspection  and  examination  of  all  aliens  arriving  is  carried 
out  by  the  Port  Sanitary  Medical  Staff. 

The  work  necessitates  a  Medical  Officer  being  always  available 
for  duty.  Many  aliens  arrive  from  the  Continent  by  the  Channel 
steamers  which  arrive  daily  at  between  6  a.m.  and  7  a.m.,  others 
by  vessels  of  the  Royal  Mail,  Cunard,  White  Star,  Red  Star, 
Union-Castle  and  other  lines  which  arrive  regularly  but  at  un¬ 
certain  hours. 

The  inspection  of  aliens  is  carried  out  on  board  the  large 
vessels  on  arrival,  those  aliens  requiring  a  more  detailed  medical 
examination  being  sent  ashore  to  a  room  specially  provided  in 
the  Docks.

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REPORT  ON  THE  WORKING  OF  THE  PUBLIC  HEALTH 
(IMPORTED  FOOD)  REGULATIONS,  1925. 

The  Public  Health  (Imported  Food)  Regulations,  1925,  were 
carried  out  in  the  same  manner  as  in  previous  years.  The  food 
stuffs  were  found  to  be  in  good  condition  generally,  and  in  every 
instance  voluntary  surrender  was  made  of  all  unsound  food. 

The  officers  of  H.M.  Customs  and  Excise  have  rendered 
every  assistance  and  co-operation  in  the  examination  of  the 
various  food  stuffs  landed  here. 

The  total  tonnage  of  food  stuffs  landed  amounted  to  322,330 
tons,  the  principal  items  being  : — Fruit,  101,008  tons  ;  vegetables, 
105,440  tons  ;  flour,  meal,  etc.,  18,932  tons  ;  meat  (chilled  and 
frozen),  30,737  tons  ;  bacon  and  ham,  6,819  tons  ;  butter  and 
margarine,  14,983  tons ;  sugar,  19,480  tons ;  and  provisions, 
24,931  tons. 

Chilled  Beef. 

The  quantity  of  chilled  beef  imported  into  the  United  King¬ 
dom  amounted  to  5,770,290  quarters,  against  5,285,900  quarters 
in  1925,  an  increase  of  484,390  quarters. 

With  the  exception  of  790  quarters  from  Australia,  the  whole 
of  the  supplies  of  chilled  beef  came  from  the  Argentine  and 
Uruguay. 

The  number  of  quarters  of  chilled  beef  landed  at  this  Port 
amounted  to  285,364  quarters. 

Frozen  Beef. 

The  total  quantity  of  frozen  beef  imported  amounted  to 
1,531,196  quarters,  a  decrease  of  656,288  quarters,  as  compared 
with  the  total  of  2,187,484  quarters  in  1925. 

From  New  Zealand  267,068  quarters  were  received,  an 
increase  of  3,788  quarters  as  compared  with  the  previous  year. 
The  other  regular  sources  of  supply  exported  much  smaller  quanti¬ 
ties.  The  Australian  total  was  272,834  less  than  the  preceding  year, 
the  Argentine  total  was  225,979  l®ss,  and  the  Uruguayan  total  was 
68,476  quarters  less. 

From  Brazil  only  1,092  quarters  were  received,  as  compared 
with  85,792  in  1925. 

There  was  no  frozen  beef  received  from  United  States,  and 
the  Canadian  total  was  only  71 1  quarters,  as  compared  with  6,146 
received  the  previous  year. 

South  Africa  sent  2,519  quarters,  as  compared  with  nil  in 
the  preceding  year. 

The  number  of  quarters  of  frozen  beef  landed  at  this  Port 
amounted  to  30,419  from  River  Plate,  and  1,511  from  South 
Africa. 
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Mutton  and  Lamb. 

There  were  5,605,290  carcases  of  mutton,  and  8,280,841 
lambs  received  into  the  United  Kingdom,  an  increase  of  224,932 
sheep,  and  a  decrease  of  509,588  lambs,  as  compared  with  1925. 

Australia,  New  Zealand,  and  Uruguay  sent  increased 
quantities  of  mutton  and  lamb.  The  Patagonian  mutton  total  was 
increased,  but  their  lambs  show  a  heavy  reduction. 

Iceland  exported  13,000  carcases  of  lamb,  as  compared  with 
7,016  carcases  received  in  1925. 

The  total  received  at  this  Port  was  154,643  carcases. 

Offal. 

The  quantity  of  offal  landed  at  this  Port  amounted  to  53,238 
packages,  as  compared  with  40,001  received  the  previous  year. 

The  usual  practice  of  de-frosting  a  portion  of  each  con¬ 
signment  has  been  maintained.  The  offal  thus  examined  was 
found  satisfactory. 

Pork. 

Twelve  consignments  (5,611  carcases)  of  frozen  pigs  were 
received  at  this  Port  from  South  Africa  and  Buenos  Aires,  and 
five  consignments,  totalling  509  carcases,  of  fresh  pork  from 
Antwerp.  A  large  proportion  of  the  South  African  pigs  were 
de-frosted  and  inspected.  The  following  were  found  to  be  diseased 
or  unsound  : —

Of  the  carcases  of  fresh  pork  inspected,  five  heads  were 
condemned.  Tuberculosis  being  detected  in  the  glands. 

Canned  Food. 

The  quantity  of  canned  food  received  at  this  Port  amounted 
to  4,709  tons,  or  165,473  packages,  as  compared  with  274,376 
packages  received  during  1925. 

Bacon  and  Ham. 

The  imported  bacon  received  at  this  Port  was  34,182  packages, 
or  6,819  tons,  principally  from  the  United  States  and  Canada. 

Fruit  and  Vegetables. 

Heavy  importations  of  fruit  and  vegetables  are  again  recorded, 
101,008  tons  of  fruit,  including  33,918  tons  of  apples,  24,000  tons 
of  oranges,  10,250  tons  of  pears,  and  21,856  tons  of  tomatoes, 
being  received. 
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Vegetable  imports  amounted  to  105,440  tons,  including 
71,409  tons  of  potatoes  and  23,824  tons  of  brocoli. 

> 

Samples. 

Under  Article  8,  Public  Health  (Imported  Food)  Regulations, 
1925,  the  following  samples  were  taken.  The  result  of  the  analysis 
was  as  follows  : — 

Apples. — 16  samples.  Arsenic  was  present  in  fourteen  of 
these  samples.  In  one  case  the  importers  voluntarily 
surrendered  194  barrels  of  apples.  These  were  allowed  to 
proceed  to  London,  as  they  had  been  loaded,  unsorted, 
into  railway  waggons  with  other  apples.  The  Medical 
Officer  of  Health  of  London  was  advised,  and  these  goods 
were  ultimately  exported  to  the  Continent  or  destroyed. 

Pears. — 3  samples.  Arsenic  1.2,  .36,  and  .81  parts  per 
million  respectively. 

Butter. — 7  samples.  Five  samples  were  free  from  preserva¬ 
tives.  One  contained  .37%  boric  acid,  and  one  con¬ 
tained  .18%  boric  acid.
